GOD Moves in a Mysterious Way

"The next step is to remove 
the picture from the stretcher, 
that is, pull all the tacks, and 
put them with the square hand- 
wrought nails and the corner- 
stretcher keys in an envelope. 
See these bits of .straw, wool, 
pine needles and foxglove seeds, 
mixed with the fine mica-saturat¬ 
ed silty dust particles? 'That tells 
me that although the portrait was 
made in the Atlantic Coast re¬ 
gion, it certainly later was moved 
to the Middle West, most likely 
in the Dust-Bowl. All this is put 
in the same envelope and turned 
over to the owner of the picture. 

The next step is to place the 
picture face down on a perfectly 
level table, cut a piece of canvas 
the size of the picture, cover both 
with a permanent elastic water¬ 
proof glue (casein containing pre¬ 
ferred) and place together. Now 
use an electric iron moderatelv 
warm and iron for from 30 to 45 
minutes, using straight strokes, 
starting from the middle towards 
the edges. 


Nothing is quite so com¬ 
forting as knowing that, 
come what may, you and 
your family has its own 
home and the security it 
brings.

At the time one is apt 
to wonder if that is sufficient compensation, especially when 
they are your best buddies. It is, certainly, when considered 
from a more impartial viewpoint. GOD has led us through 
many paths of darkness. What cause have w'e to wonder 
about the future? 

“I'd hate to think what would happen if HE wei'e not 
on our side and we were not in the right. God and w'hy we 
fight are inseparably one. Even in New Guinea I was 
mixed up-—confused—then I found myself—began to ration¬ 
alize things—straighten my befuddlement out. Now out¬ 
wardly surrounded by fast-moving war—I am inside at 
peace. I know what I am doing and whereof I speak. 

“I find this victory greater than any victory gained on 
the battlefield. ‘Yea. though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow' of death, I will fear no evil, for THOU art with 
me’—yea, though I did, I didn’t, for HE was and is with 
me. I helped not only myself but others with those few 
potent words.”

Never does a windstorm such 
as we experienced last week pre¬ 
sent itself, that the flremen are 
not all chafed from sitting on 
"needles and pins.” This torture 
was suddenly made worse when 
a fire call came in to the station 
just when the wind was at its 
worst. We will never be able to 
j entirely forget the “Dairy Fire” 
of some time past which was the 
result of a terrific windstorm. It 
might be just as well that we re¬ 
member it. The fire call last 
week was entirely due to disre¬ 
garding the burning ordinance 
and the accumulation of a haz¬ 
ardous growth of vines which 
were permitted to grow along a 
fence. If those people who in¬ 
sist that “there is no danger” 
could see the results of these 
careless acts, they perhaps might 
believe the fire officials, who 
plead with them to be careful. 
And again, it probably wouldn’t 
do them any good. Some people 
are like that. 

A handy garden hose has once 
more proven of great value. The 
immediate application of water to 
a small fire will usually control 
it. Most sections of Sierra Madre 
have such water force that a 
stream can he thrown to a con¬ 
siderable distance with a garden 
hose, and its use at the early part 
of the most recent fires has saved
